No attempt has been made to 
board up either windows or doors to prevent youngsters from 
exploring the fire-gutted interior, and broken glass, dangling 
wires and debris could cause injury to anyone. We hope the 
owner’s agent will see to it that proper precautions are tak­ 
en immediately to close up the building to prevent possible 
injuries.

San Francisco 


Three-Alarm Blasa 
It Not Caused by 
New Earth Shocks 


SAN FRANCISCO (JP) — A 
sharp aftershock o f yesterday’* 
big earthquake series jolted San 
Francisco and the bay area early 
today. 
A three-alarm fire In midtown 
San Francisco followed on t b • 
heels of the tremor that jolted 
many residents out of their sleep 
shortly after midnight. But Asst. 
Fire Chief Bruno Bassi said tho 
fire “was probably not” caused 
by the quake. 
The 
aftershock, 
followed 
by 
several less severe, hit at 12:14 
a.m. 
Yesterday’s quakes jolted 
San Francisco and the bay area, 
injuring 30 persons and causing 
minor but widespread damage al­ 
most impossible to assess. 
Chief Bassi said the first alarm 
today came eight minutes after 
the 12:14 shock was reported. 
He listed the cause officially as 
“unknown” pending an investiga­ 
tion later today. Fifty persons 
were routed and three suffered 
slight injuries in the fire. 
Father John Weber, S. J., seis­ 
mologist at Santa Clara Univer­ 
sity, said this morning’s after­ 
shock had a Richter magnituda 
of 4. 
Yesterday’s 
tremor was t h • 
worst since the disastrous 1906 
quake here. 
Tall buildings and the great 
bridge spanning the Golden Gate 
swayed. In South San Francisco 
and adjacent D a l y City, plate 
glass windows shattered and su­ 
permarket shelves 
spilled their 
contents 
onto 
floors. 
Slide* 
blocked parts of State Route 1 
along the ocean. 
That was the result of two rap­ 
id-fire heavy shocks at 11:45 a.m. 
After shocks continued through­ 
out the afternoon and night. At 
11:30 p.m., the seismograph at 
the University of California — 
across the bay in Berkeley—had 
recorded 49. Most of those were 
so weak their tremors couldn’t 
be felt. • 
The center of the quakes ap­ 
peared to be in the Daly City ar­ 
ea, populated by more than 30,- 
000 people. 
The tremors extended nearly 
100 miles eastward to Sacramento 
and 75 miles southward to Hol­ 
lister, below San Jose at the base 
of the San Francisco peninsula. 
The quake originated in the San 
Andreas fault. San Francisco sit* 
on the edge of the fault, which 
runs diagonally from the Salton 
sea area of southern California 
through California and into the 
Pacific off the Oregon coast. 
The major quake had a Richter 
magnitude rating of 5.55 compare 
ed with 8.25 for the 1906 quake. 
The scale progresses on a logar­ 
ithmic pattern, meaning that a 
rating of 2 is 10 times as great as 
1 and 3 is 100 times as great as 1. 
Hence, yesterday’s quake was one 
one-hundredth of the 1906 con­ 
vulsion. 
But it was violent enough to 
alarm the entire region and des­ 
tructive enough to cause cumu­ 
lative damage probably ranging 
into millions. In addition to mi­ 
nor damage to countless homes 
and visual road damage, several 
reservoirs were cracked.

Keyserling, 
who 
once headed President Trum an’s 
Council of Economic Advisors, re­ 
cently argued that in the New 
York Times Magazine. 
In Dr. 
Keyserling’s 
view, 
the 
govern­ 
ment should play a still larger 
role in national affairs of just 
about every kind, at a higher cost. 
However, the members of this 
school are comparatively few and 
far between. The vast majority 
of people, in and out of the gov­ 
ernment, who have studied the 
budget and considered its impli­ 
cations are convinced that it is 
dangerously large. As an exam ­ 
ple, Senator M argaret Chase Smith 
of 
Maine, 
a 
middle-of-the-road 
Republican and a strong Eisen­ 
hower supporter, has character­ 
ized the budget with the word 
“fantastic”. 
The President himself has said, 
in effect, that he hopes the budget 
can be cut, so long as it is done 
without peril to national security 
and world peace programs. Best 
publicized of all has been the 
statement 
by Secretary of 
the 
Treasury Humphrey that unless 
we mend our fiscal ways we will 
bring on a depression “that will 
curl your hair.” Former President 
Hoover, after quoting this phrase, 
said: 
“Mine has already been 
curled once, and I think I can 
detect the signs . . . Unless we 
curb inflation on its way up, Old 
Man Economic Law will return 
with a full equipment of hair curl­ 
ers,” On the concrete side, Sena­ 
tor Byrd, 
a top Congressional 
authority on money matters, has 
said that the budget should be 
very heavily cut—by $5 billion or 
more. 
This brings up the $64.000 ques­ 
tion. Where can it be cut? 
Any major cuts, it seems evi­ 
dent, must be in the non-defense 
field. And that leads to a fact that 
may not be generally recognized: 
In the first four Eisenhower bud­ 
gets non-defense spending rose by 
$7 billion—from $20.9 billion in 
1954 to $27.9 billion in 1957. In a 
New'sweek column, Henry Hazlitt 
gave his ideas as to where specific 
reductions could be made. He said, 
“There will be no real economy 
until the government is ready to 
slash drastically or to halt en­ 
tirely whole categories of spend­ 
ing.” Categories in which he be­ 
lieves either the axe or the prun­ 
ing shears should be applied in­ 
clude federal aid to schools, fed­ 
eral highways, lowr-cost housing, 
foreign aid, and the agricultural 
subsidies. In his view the budget 
can be reduced to $60 billion— 
“all that is needed is the political 
courage and will to achieve it.” 
Other students have other ideas 
as to where and how and in what 
amounts cuts can be made. 
An 
additional point should be made. 
Concern over the budget is not 
limited to dollars-and-cents prob­ 
lems of the moment alone. 
One 
fear was expressed by Mr, Hum­ 
phrey in these words: 
“If we 
retain our present high tax rate 
over a sufficiently long period of 
time, we won’t be able to main­ 
tain 
the activities necessary 
to 
provide jobs for our people.” An­ 
other fear is based on the hard 
fact that this enormous spending 
is projected for a period of ex­ 
tremely high business activity and 
record 
employment. 
Obviously, 
any decline in business and em­ 
ployment, with the depressing ef­ 
fect that would have on tax reve­ 
nues, could knock current plans, 
prospects and fiscal policies into 
a cocked hat.*

The New York Stock Exchange 
recently issued a report on invest­ 
ment clubs—and it’s quite a sto ry .

Now. it is estimated, there are 
some 10,000 clubs in 
operation,

A soundly conceived investment 
club can be a great and valuable 
educator.

for worthwhile objectives. It is re­ 
ported that only two out of 13 
investment club members 
have 
had any previous investment ex­ 
perience. The clubs are organized 
so as to give these beginners the 
experience they need—and

they do so successfully is indicated 
by the fact a very large percen­ 
tage of the members go on to in­ 
vest on their own account.

There continues to be a growing 
expression all over the country in 
opposition to any more taxation. 
While we regretted to see Mexico 
vote down the opportunity to get 
federal funds already collected and 
awaiting allocation, for civic im­ 
provements which would have been 
a bargain for the community, we 
feel that this vote is quite likely 
in line with the sentiment which 
we mentioned above. 
The same idea prevailed when 
Audrain county refused federal aid 
for the building of the court house 
only to have to finance th* full 
construction ourselves. 
Clarence Cannon, congressman 
from the 9th district of Missouri 
of which Audrain county and Mex­ 
ico is a part, is quoted in Time 
magazine as saying: 
“ I have received personal let­ 
ters about the budget from nearly 


every state in the union, and every 
one of them urges a reduction.” 
Oldtimer Cannon, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
has seen 34 federal budgets come 
and go over the years, but ha 
cannot recall anything like the cur­ 
rent public outcry against Presi­ 
dent Eisenhwer’s $71.8 billion fis- 
ca 1-1958 budget, biggest in the na­ 
tion’s peacetime history.” 
Other congressmen report a sim­ 
ilar barrage of protest mail. 
The following from an address 
of Clarence Manion, former dean 
of law at the University of Notre 
Dame, recently delivered in Chi­ 
cago, will be of interest to the tax 
conscious which unquestionably in­ 
cludes us all. 
He was speaking on a bill re­ 
cently introduced in the Congress 
by Representative 
Hoffman 
« R- 
Mich.) to repeal the 16th amend­ 
ment «income tax) passed in 1913. 
“It is impossible to enforce es­ 
tablished Constitutional limitations 
upon a federal government that has 
arbitrary, unlimited access to ev­ 
ery dollar of income that is pro­ 
duced in the United States,” said 
Manion. 
“Unlimited money is unlimited 
power, and unlimited power is ty­ 
ranny, Unlimited power is what 
every line and letter of the Consti­ 
tution was designed 
to 
prevent. 
Nevertheless, the 16th amendment 
—the income tax amendment—has 
given the federal government un­ 
limited power over every person 
and thing in the country.” 
Manion said that the progressive 
confiscatory features of the feder­ 
al income tax are “socialist con­ 
cepts expressly designed to destroy 
private property and personal lib­ 
erty.” The income tax. he said 
was prescribed by Karl 
Marx, 
founder of communism, as one of 
his 10 commandments. 
In the past we have talked a 
lot about taxes but as in the case 
of the weather, done little about 
the matter. Perhaps this attitude 
is changing. 
After all the Congress will do 
w’hat the people demand—and the 
best way to get this done, is a let­ 
ter. 
Sit down now and take your pen 
in hand and write before you for­ 
get. Stop talking and do something 
if that is the way you feel.

In virtually every category, 
except results, the Missouri Di­ 
vision of Resources and Develop­ 
ment ranks near the bottom in the 
nation. House bill No. 37, which 
has passed that body and is now 
up for consideration by the Senate, 
would go a long way toward cor­ 
recting this deficiency. 
In recent years Resources and 
Development has been doing a fine 
job in attracting visitors and in­ 
dustry to Missouri. This work has 
been achieved on a shoestring bud­ 
get, one so small that almost every 
month an official resigns. The di­ 
vision director is limited by law 
to a top salary of $6,000. Naturally 
all other salaries are scaled down 
from the director. 
The splendid Missouri N e w s 
magazine offers an example. Imag­ 
ination and ingenuity but very lit­ 
tle money have gone into this slick 


paper magazine that gives an in­ 
teresting picture of Missouri. The 
editor recently turned down a po­ 
sition in another state which would 
have paid him far more money be­ 
cause he likes Missouri. 
But this attitude is the excep­ 
tion. In the last 20 months the di­ 
vision has lost two directors. A- 
bout a dozen other staff members 
have also departed 
during 
the 
same period. 
Of the 43 states which have sim­ 
ilar divisions, only two pay their 
top director less than Missouri. 
In the others, the maximum sal­ 
ary ranges all the way to $18,000, 
with some assistants earning up to 
$15,000. In each salary category, 
the Missourian 
receives 
several 
thousand dollars less than the na­ 
tional average. 
House bill 37 would fix the direc­ 
tor’s salary at a top of $12,000. It 
would permit a general scaling up­ 
ward of all employees to get their 
earnings in line with the going 
wage in this field—an important 
bill.—Kansas City Times.

This is a blue chip constitution 
the Teamsters 
have. 
The

Constitution has only a Bill of 
Rights. The Team ster’ says that 
its retired president has the right 
to turn in any bills he rolls up 
anywhere 
for 
anything 
while 
working — or "resting.” 
This was the deal Dave Beck 
made with old Dan Tobin when 
the Teamos were having a hard 
time 
convincing 
the bull-voiced 
octogenarian to retire in 1952. 
Old Dan knew his union breth­ 
ren well and in a convention hotel 
room roared that he trusted all 
dedicated to the men behind the 
wheels — but would they please 
write it into the Team sters’ con­ 
stitution or he was going back to 
leading his people. They wrote it 
in specifically for him and. pre­ 
sumably, those to follow. Dave 
Beck followed. 
There has always been this pas­ 
sionate attachment and personal 
identification between the Team­ 
sters' treasury and 
the Team­ 


sters’ presidents. So it comes as 
no surprise to hear Dave Beck 
say that he simply borrowed sev­ 
eral 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars 
free of interest from the union’s 
kitty. 
There was one moment in Chi­ 
cago, for example, 
when Beck 
refused to face an irate gather­ 
ing of Teamster chiefs who were 
set to fight him on some issue. 
He dispatched word through his 
friend, Nate Shefferman, to the 
rest of the Teamsters’ high coun­ 
cil that he was going to fly home 
for Seattle because his wife was 
not well. 
But that was not ail. He wanted 
the union officials to push through 
a resolution pledging the full sup­ 
port of the Teamsters’ resources 
and treasury to him and his wife 
at this moment of personal crisis. 
The emissary was told that there 
just happened to be a slight mat­ 
ter of some $35,000,000 in 
the 
kitty. Dave said the hell with it. 
He had served his Teamsters 
well, he shouted, and he wanted 
that resolution passed. It didn’t 
go through. And Beck flew back 
to Seattle, dependent only on his 
own millions.

Beck’s unsecured borrowing from 
his unions He just didn’t need to 
save the $10,000 or $12,000 in in- 
tcrest charges. His own financial 
activities are so intricate that ha 
once set up something called the 
“B and B investment Co.” This 
gathers the money made by ail 
other Beck ventures — including 
most of his union salary. It is 
strictly a personal, unincorporated 
outfit established on the advice of 
his income tax experts, who ara 
many and who have much to keep 
them busy—especially these days 
Much has been written about

real 
estate 
companies, 
mortgages on the homes of tha 
husky men who live in a cluster 
around his own home, and his 
Wall »treet transactions. Typical 
of these are hi? Alaskan ventures 
which do over $1.000,000 worth of 
business in that Territory alone. 
So there seems to be no sens# 
in his borrowing from the unions 
But

Somewhera 
there's a mighty ¡startling story in 
all this. 
Some of the senators on tha 
select committee want to know, 
for example, how long it took be­

money. They’re asking, who real­ 
ly owns the real estate for which 
the borrowed union money paid. 
Did the union own the gilt par­ 
cels? 
Suppose

chunks of 
land had lost their value? Would 
Beck have lost it personally or 
would the union have been taking 
the cut? If Beck had the money 
to return the loans in an emer­ 
gency. why did he borrow tha 
dough? If not, wasn’t he jeopar­ 
dizing heavy union dues money? 
All this the Senate committee 
is probing and will reveal even if 
Beck takes the fifth and refuses 
to come up with his records.

A sweet potato disease former­ 
ly found only in southeastern stat­ 
es is now found in all sections of 
Missouri and is serious in some 
areas. 
The troublemaker is call- 
i ed cork disease. 
Victor Lambeth. University 
of 
Missouri horticulturist, says 
the 
rapid spread of cork 
disease in 


j Missouri has resulted largely from 
use of out-of-state plants and prop­ 
agation of infected roots. 
The disease causes dry, 
corky 
clumps within 
the 
flesh 
of the 
sweet potato root. 
It often de­ 
velops to the point where the roots 
are unsaleable and unfit for food. 
Infected roots appear normal on 
the outside and cfin be recognized 
only when the tuber is cut into 
slices. 
Since the virus grows during the 
storage period. . . Lambeth says 
early spring is the proper time to 
check stock for the disease. 
Sev­ 
eral roots in each storage contain­ 
er should be checked to see if the 
j disease is present. 
Lambeth advises plant dealers 
not to sell out-of-state plants even 
though they are certified and to 
not bed roots obtained from out- 
of-state or from food markets. 
The best method of getting dis­ 
ease-free seed stock is to get certi­ 
fied root stock know n to be free of 
cork.

St. Louis, the average difference 
in price for the first six months of 
the year over a three year period 
was 5 cents between Grade 
“ A” 
and unclassified. 
The second six 
months of the year the 
average 
was 
1 0 * 2 cents difference. 
At this time of the year, the 
weather is cool and humid and the 
egg quality is retained withoui as 
careful handling. 
With reasonable 
care the percentage of Grade “ A” 
eggs is high. 
The general supply 
of eggs is large during the spring 
months. 
D u r i n g the summ er 
months when the weather is hot, 
egg quality declines sharply if the 
eggs are not cared for properly 
and k e$ cool and moist. 
There­ 
fore. the good quality eggs bring a 
much higher price 
compared 
to 
the average price of eggs. 
Over a period of three years at 
the St. Louis market the greatest 
difference

unclassified 
and G iade “ A” eggs, was in Au­ 
gust and September when it w'as 13 
cents a dozen.

canes. Roses are very allergic to 
water standing around the roots. 
Find a place that drains the wat­ 
er quickly if possible as too much 
water will kill these roots. Mulch­ 
ing is almost a must during the 
summer. This cools the soils and 
keeps weeds at a minimum.”

Every meal must contain 
some animal protein if the best 
of health is to be maintained, 
Mrs. Gruen spoke of the im­ 
portance of vitamin B, with its 
many compounds, if we are to 
have a good outlook on life and 
maintain interest and zest as we 
grow older. Adequate amounts of 
thiamin and riboflavin will prob­ 
ably be supplied in a well-bal­ 
anced diet, but the best source 
of niacin is lean 
pork, which 
should be eaten It least once a 
week. 
At the beginning of the meet­ 
ing Mrs. Melton prepared a cass­ 
erole 
dish, 
using 
cubed 
ham, 
cheese, 
milk. eggs, 
and bread 
cubes, and she led the discussion 
on proteins.

A ten-year-old state law, seem ­ 
ingly forgotten because no agency 
has been pressed by state officials 
for the responsibility of its enforce­ 
ment, has been brought to the at­ 
tention of the public through 
a 
routing investigation by an officer 
of the State Highway P atrol, who 
just happened to recall that 
the 
law. a p art of the m otor vehicle 
code, requires registration of out­ 
board m otors owned by persons or 
organizations resident in Missou­ 
ri. 
The investigating officer cited a 
m otorist because of the 
la tte r’s 
failure to possess proper 
license 
for his boat trailer, then inquired 
it the trailer ow ner had registered 
his outboard m otor. The m otorist 
had a m otor with him, but was 
unaw are th at there is a regulation 
requiring registration of such mo­ 
tors. He was cited for failure to 
possess this registration, but the 
incident has caused quite a com­ 
motion am ong the scores of out­ 
board m otor owners in this area, 
few, if any, of whom have their 
m otors registered. 
Hinkle Statler, deputy m otor ve­ 
hicle license com m issioner at Cape 
G irardeau, said the m atter was 
brought to his attention and he re­ 
ported yesterday he will have the 
proper registration form s for these 
motors. The m otor vehicle 
code 
Sections 301-450 to 301-540 set out 
requirem ents which, in brief, are: 
Owners of outboard m otors kept 
within the state shall register the 
motors with the director of revenue 


who shall issue certificates of title 
for them . This registration m ust be 
applied for within 10 days after 
purchase of the motor, or after it 
is brought into the state. A fee of 
Word has been received here by 
perm anent registration. The regis­ 
tration certificate will Include the 
m ake, horsepower and serial num ­ 
ber of the motor, and a registra­ 
tion plate of durable m aterial will 
be supplied by the state and be at­ 
tached to the motor. 
If an owner sells his m otor the 
purchaser shall within 10 days file 
his application 
for 
registration, 
but the old registration plate need 
not be rem oved from the motor, 
but he m ust pay the fee. The regis­ 
tration fee shall be paid but once 
by an owner who keeps his m otor 
perm anently, no annual fee being 
required.

More Quakes, 
Fire Stagger 
San Francisco 


Three-Alarm Blaze 
Is Not Caused by 
New Earth Shocks 


SAN FRANCISCO (SF) — A 
sharp aftershock o f yesterday’s 
big earthquake series jolted San 
Francisco and the bay area early 
today. 
A three-alarm fire in midtown 
San Francisco followed on t h e 
heels of the trem or that jolted 
many residents out of their sleep 
shortly after midnight. But Asst. 
Fire Chief Bruno Bassi said th# 
fire “was probably not" caused 
by the quake. 
The 
aftershock, 
followed 
by 
several less severe, hit at 12:14 
a.m. 
Yesterday’s 
quakes jolted 
San Francisco and the bay area, 
injuring 30 persons and causing 
minor but widespread damage al­ 
most impossible to assess. 
Chief Bassi said the first alarm 
today came eight minutes after 
the 12:14 shock was reported. 
He listed the cause officially as 
“unknown" pending an investiga­ 
tion later today. Fifty persons 
were routed and three suffered 
slight injuries in the fire. 
Father John Weber. S. J., seis­ 
mologist at Santa Clara Univer­ 
sity. said this morning’s after­ 
shock had a Richter m agnitude 
of 4. 
Yesterday’s trem or was t h e 
worst since the disastrous 1906 
quake here. 
Tall buildings and the great 
bridge spanning the Golden Gate 
swayed. In South San Francisco 
and adjacent D a l y City, plate 
glass windows shattered and su­ 
perm arket shelves spilled their 
contents 
onto 
floors. 
Slides 
blocked parts of State Route I 
along the ocean. 
That was the result of two rap­ 
id-fire heavy shocks at 11:45 a.m. 
After shocks continued through­ 
out the afternoon and night. At 
11:30 p.m., the seismograph at 
the University of California — 
across the bay in Berkeley—had 
recorded 49. Most of those were 
so weak their tremors couldn't 
be felt. ’ 
The center of the quakes ap­ 
peared to be in the Daly City ar­ 
ea, populated by more than 30,- 
000 people. 
The trem ors extended nearly 
IOO miles eastward to Sacramento 
and 75 miles southward to Hol­ 
lister, below San Jose at the base 
of the San Francisco peninsula. 
The quake originated in the San 
Andreas fault. San Francisco sits 
on the edge of the fault, which 
runs diagonally from the Salton 
sea area of southern California 
through California and into the 
Pacific off the Oregon coast. 
The m ajor quake had a Richter 
magnitude rating of 5.55 compar­ 
ed with 8.25 for the 1906 quake. 
The scale progresses on a logar­ 
ithmic pattern, meaning that a 
rating of 2 is IO times as great as 
1 ana 3 is IOO times as great as I. 
Hence, yesterday’s quake was on# 
one-hundredth of the 1906 con­ 
vulsion. 
But it was violent enough to 
alarm the entire region and des­ 
tructive enough to cause cumu­ 
lative damage probably ranging 
into millions. In addition to mi­ 
nor damage to countless homes 
and visual road damage, several 
reservoirs were cracked.

Motor Registration law 
Is Now Being Enforced 


A ten-year-old state law, seem­ 
ingly forgotten because no agency 
has been pressed by state officials 
for the responsibility of its enforce­ 
ment, has been brought to the at­ 
tention of the public through 
a 
routing investigation by an officer 
of the State Highway Patrol, who 
just happened to recall that 
the 
law. a part of the motor vehicle 
code, requires registration of out­ 
board motors owned by persons or 
organizations resident in Missou­ 
ri. 
The investigating officer cited a 
motorist because of the 
latter’* 
failure to possess proper 
license 
for his boat trailer, then inquired 
if the trailer owner had registered 
his outboard motor. The motorist 
had a motor with him, but was 
unaware that there is a regulation 
requiring registration of such mo­ 
tors. He was cited for failure to 
possess this registration, but the 
incident has caused quite a com­ 
motion among the scores of out­ 
board motor owners in this area, 
few, if any, of whom have their 
motors registered. 
Hinkle Statier, deputy motor ve­ 
hicle license commissioner at Cape 
Girardeau, said the m atter was 
brought to his attention and he re­ 
ported yesterday he will have the 
proper registration forms for these 
motors. The motor vehicle 
code 
Sections 301-450 to 301-540 set out 
requirements which, in brief, are: 
Owners of outboard motors kept 
within the state shall register the 
motors with the director of revenue 


who shall issue certificates of title 
for them. This registration must be 
applied for within IO days after 
purchase of the motor, or after it 
is brought into the state. A fee of 
Word has been received here by 
permanent registration. The regis­ 
tration certificate will include the 
make, horsepower and serial num­ 
ber of the motor, and a registra­ 
tion plate of durable material will 
be supplied by the state and be at­ 
tached to the motor. 
lf an owner sells his motor the 
purchaser shall within IO days file 
his application 
for 
registration, 
but the old registration plate need 
not be removed from the motor, 
but he must pay the fee. The regis­ 
tration fee shall be paid but once 
by an owner who keeps his motor 
permanently, no annual fee being 
required.
